of tlie illiil is in contact with individuals who work in industrial 
planfe primarily in Brooklyn. His target is to identify individuals 
who would commit sabotage ojn behalf of the Soviets in the 
event of hostilities. As you know, general information has 
been received in the past indicating that the Soviets have 
trained personriel in sabotage and have plans for sabotage 
in the event of an emergency. This, lowever, represents the 
first specific information we iliave obtained in this regard. 

It is desired, tte ref ore, that this question of sabotage plans be 
carefully explored with the source to obtain all inforaation 
in liis possession or which he can obtain in the future as to 
Soviet plans, identity of Soviet personnel who have this 
assignment and the identity of agents recruited by them. It 
is belfe^red that diis matter should be subject of a separate 
investigative case file to correlate information and to make 
certain that every step is taken to explore it 






The above matter should be handled promptly 
and you should keep the Bureau advised of all developments 
in this c<B e. 

Attention is also called to the fact that source 
has advised that on the 4th floor of the Soviet UN Delegation 
there is a room designated solely for radio and code purposes. 

Tile only entrance is through the office of the section chief 
and in addition to the section chief the only Soviets allowed 
entry are the 2 code men and one radio operator. You should 
endeavor to obtain from source the identity of the radio operator

Deputy Attorney General Katz ehbach advised me that he had

I lUinoiQ^*^ 

On the original of the Director’s May 31, 1962 letter was a 
memorandum to the President from General Maxwell Taylor wherein he 
set forth more detailed information as to the electronic computers developed 
by the University of Illinois, in essence, these comments were to the effect 
this is still in the development stage and the project, which is on an AEC 
grant, is unclassified. General Taylor's memorandum and the Director’s 
memorandum had been forwarded to the Attorney General byiouting slip from 
Kenneth O’Donnell with a ’’please call me. ” 

The Deputy Attorney General said that the Attorney General had 
not spoken to him about this but he did ' have the correspondence on his desk 
with a penned notation to Katz enbach. from the Attorney General as to what is 
being done to follow up on this. I told Katzenbach that thejsoviet espionage 
targets in this cpuntr^are of direct concern to the FBI and we are conducting]^\ 
extensive and continuing investigation in this regard. Included in this would, ^ 
of course, be Soviet activity aimed at developing information concerning 
computerjfe^atz enbach advised he thought this was a most satisfactory answer 
for him to^give the Attorney General, He added that in view of the obvious 
interest in this matter, the Bureau might desire to continue bringing to the 
attention of the Attorney General and^the White House any further developments.

BLAGONRAVOV said that this space ship is noiM 
under construction and is practically completed. According 
to the informant, BLAGONRAVOV said that the Soviet Union 
has the capability at the present time to undertake and to 
complete the mission described above. BLAGONRAVOV indicated 
that the timing of this Soviet space shot would coincide 
with their best estimate of getting the most publicity from 
a propaganda standpoint by indicating to the world that the 
Soviets were much farther advanced in their space effort .. 
than the US. The informant commented that Soviet superiority^ ( 
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in this field is based on the fact that the Soviets have 
better and more powerful boosters. 


Informant stated that TITOV appeared at a reception 
at the USSR Mission to the UN during his visit to NY and also 
appeared at another reception given in his honor at the 
Czech Mission. Informant stated that TITOV had mentioned 
that for a limited period of time he had been ill while in 
orbit, but that medical doctors of the Soviet Union had 
attributed this illness to a deficiency in TITOV ‘s constitu- 
tion. Informant said that to his Imowledge, there were no 
military implications in the Soviet space program. Informant 
also commented that this race into space on the part of the 
Soviets appears to him to constitute a tremendous waste of 
money, but said that from a propaganda viewpoint the Soviet 
Union considers its space effort to be of great Importance 
and is ready to pay the price to win this race. Informant 
stated that in substance the moon'^ shot will be timed to 
exploit the Soviet ai^ance over American development in 
space exploration .
